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Counting Backward 

Life is what happens to you

Earlier today: Here we are starting our 30th 
year of publishing the Chronicle and putting out 
our 21st “Best of Austin” issue. Casting about 
for something to write for this space, I thought 
of a saying that I’ve often quoted, but I didn’t 
really know where it came from, so I looked it 
up, starting this string of coincidence. 

Twenty-nine years ago, we put out our 
first issue, and though we had a lot of enthusi- 
asm and some talent, we honestly didn’t have 
much of an idea what we were doing or what 
we were getting into. Now I’ve spent half my 
life doing this - who’d have thought? - and 
looking back at that time, the saying I always 
come back to is: “Life is what happens to you 
while you’re busy making other plans.” But 
where does that saying come from? 

Nine months earlier, on New Year’s Eve 
1980, 1 found myself in a dank cave, a literally 
underground music club in Bath, England. I 
didn’t know anyone there - don’t recall how I 
wound up there - but it was one of the most 
memorable New Year’s Eves of my life. 

Three weeks earlier, on Dec. 8, 1980, 
John Lennon had been shot and killed in New 
York City, and the club was hosting a memo- 
rial party/wake for him (culminating, predict- 
ably, with “Imagine” at midnight). 


Three weeks before his death, on Nov. 17, 
1980, Lennon’s last musical releases had 
come out: the album Double Fantasy and the 
single “Beautiful Boy (Darling Boy).” And 
though I don’t recall hearing the song that 
night in Bath, it has that line in it that’s stuck 
with me over the years. Lennon addressed the 
song to his then-5-year-old son, Sean, and in 
retrospect, it’s even more poignant than it 
seemed at the time: 

Out on the ocean sailing away 

I can hardly wait 

To see you come of age 

But I guess we’ll both just have to be patient 

’Cause it’s a long way to go 

A hard row to hoe 

Yes it’s a long way to go 

But in the meantime 

Before you cross the street 

Take my hand 

Life is what happens to you 

While you’re busy making other plans

on the lake,” aka Water Treatment Plant No. 
4, and citizen efforts to stop this financial 
and environmental nightmare while we still 
can. Readers and ratepayers have until the 
Sept. 13 City Council vote on the city budget 
to tell the “WTP Four” - Lee Leffingwell, Mike 
Martinez, Randi Shade, and Sheryl Cole - to 
say “no” to the water rate hikes and the 
hundreds of millions of debt financing the 
plant requires. SaveWaterSaveMoney.org has a 
handy petition to oppose the water rate hikes. 

The water utility has raised rates every year 
since 2004 and now plans rate hikes every 
year through 2015. The cumulative residen- 
tial rate increase will be more than 130%. A 
big chunk of this is to pay for the plant we 
don’t need. As Barbaro notes, citizens and 
businesses are saving money by saving water, 
keeping our water use flat even as population 
grows. The same thing is happening in other 
western cities. It will continue to happen 
here. The only point in building the plant now 
is to transfer hundreds of millions of dollars 
from residential and commercial ratepayers 
into the hands of a few, mostly out-of-state 
engineering firms. Imagine keeping half of 
that money in ratepayers’ pockets and invest- 
ing the other half in the sustainable “green 
jobs” that our elected officials talk about. 
Just say “no” to the water plant to nowhere.

‘NOT’ SAUCE FESTIVAL

Just entered and attended what was billed as 
a “hot sauce festival” [The Austin Chronicle Hot 
Sauce Festival]. Since when can any salsa be 
called a “hot sauce”?

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quicker that ecosystem gets returned to a sem- 
blance of normal (pesticides and junk from the 
Mississippi notwithstanding), the better. 

But if Hightower’s misplaced anger wasn’t 
enough, he makes a huge error in his last para- 
graph of the print version, writing: “However, BP 
is getting paid for this labor - by you and me.

BP would not be getting tax breaks 
for using inmate labor. 

Work release provides an opportunity for 
inmates to leave prison and be productive, and 
most importantly, earn a wage. Inmates doing 
road cleanup, or in this case, beach cleanup, are 
unpaid. And what’s so wrong with providing incen- 
tives for employers to facilitate the rehabilitation 
of prisoners anyway? When people get out of 
prison, they need jobs and proof that they can 
hold one. 

So whose side is Hightower on? In one 
instance he berates BP for using inmates, 
defending their “rights,” in the other, he bashes 
the Bush regime for trying to help inmates and 
newly released prisoners. The Bush comment is 
a blatant red herring in the discussion for a knee- 
jerk reaction from readers who hate Bush. 

What a hack.

Water, Water (Plant) 
Everywhere 

Stop me if you’ve heard this one before, because you have

One of the odder quirks of the still festering 
debate over the Water Treatment Plant No. 4 project 
- now well under way, it’s worth noting - is the 
unlikely opposition coalition among hardcore envi- 
ronmentalists (primarily Save Our Springs 
Alliance) and anti-government, anti-taxers 
like Change Austin, whose last standard- 
bearer was Carole Keeton Strayhorn. It’s 
reminiscent of similar current marriag- 
es of convenience in D.C., where the 
anti-deficit chorus now includes cen- 
trist Dems (among them the prez), Blue 
Dogs, and inevitably the GOP lockdown 
crew. This argument would make more 
sense if the only tangible national economic 
activity weren’t largely a result of the minimal (and 
quickly disappearing) federal stimulus spending - 
and the simple fact that in a recession, the govern- 
ment must provide demand (and jobs) when the 
private sector falters. 

Here at home, one anti-WTP4 argument (complete 
with a sensational doubling of the price tag by citing 
interest) has been that a recession is no time to invest 
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in a major infrastructure project. Proponents argue 
just the opposite. Mayor Lee Leffingwell told me: “It’s 
precisely the right time to do this kind of project. 
Over the last 18 months . . . the city’s public works 
projects have come in over 30 percent below 
their planned costs. And that’s simply 
because the materials and labor, and the 
competitive market, make it a lot cheap- 
er to do this kind of thing now.” (He 
went on to note that plenty of major 
projects - for example, the UT Tower - 
were built during the Great Depression.) 

I asked Council Member Bill Spelman 
(who believes the city should wait on 
WTP4 to be certain of the need) what he 
thinks of the timing argument, especially since the 
first phase of the plant, at 50 million gallons per day, 
is not a dramatic expansion and essentially only 
replaces and modernizes the 42 MGD capacity of 
the decommissioned Green Water Treatment Plant. 
“If it were free,” said Spelman, “I would certainly be 
in favor of another water treatment plant. Getting

> IGNORE THAT TRAIN (FOR NOW) If you see a Metro Rail Red Line 

train and it’s not rush hour, don’t bother trying to get on - the addi- 
tional trains you’ll see today (Thursday), 9:30am-3pm and 7:30pm- 
midnight, are just test runs for possible expanded service. One of the 
most frequent complaints about the Red Line is that there isn’t 
enough service - why only run at rush hour, potential customers ask, 
and not midday or weekends? Last month, Capital Metro staff pre- 
sented the board’s rail committee with four options (see “Naked City,” 
Aug. 13), and today’s extra train runs will help test the feasibility of 
one of those options: the addition of midday and Friday night service. 
The testing won’t interfere with regularly scheduled service, so you 
may ride 5:25-9:25am and 3:45-7:42pm. The testing doesn’t mean 
the board has settled on this option, but it is the one staff included 
in the fiscal year 2011 budget draft released on Wednesday. The 
board will vote on the budget at its Sept. 24 meeting. - Lee Nichols 

QUINTANA CONTESTS FIRING The civil service arbitration hearing 
for former Austin Police Officer Leonardo Quintana begins today. 
Quintana was fired earlier this year as a result of a January arrest for 
drunken driving. He’s not contesting the charge but will argue that his 
termination was excessive punishment. Quintana was also responsi- 
ble for the May 2009 shooting death of Nathaniel Sanders II in the 
parking lot of an East Austin apartment complex but was cleared by 
Chief Art Acevedo of any wrongdoing in that case. The hearing is 
expected to last through Friday. - Jordan Smith 

> SPIROS SHOOTERS ON TRIAL At press time, brothers LaBaaron 
and Brandon Hutchison, two Central Texas rappers with the LG 
Allstarz, were on trial in Travis County district court in connection with 
the May 2009 shooting at the now-defunct Spiros nightclub. After the 
brothers had missed their stage time and were told they couldn’t per- 
form at the end of the evening, they left the club and allegedly 
returned toting pistols, which they shot randomly into the crowd. Eight 
people were injured, and Spiros shuttered its doors not long after. 

Each brother is charged with two counts of aggravated assault; if con- 
victed on both, they each face up to 40 years in prison. - J.S. 

> MURRAY CHARGED WITH ASSAULT On Aug. 28, Lacresha Murray 

- who in 1996 became the youngest person in Texas ever charged 
with capital murder when, at 11 years old, she was accused of killing 
toddler Jayla Belton - was arrested and charged with third-degree 
assault in connection with a domestic dispute outside a barber shop 
in Northeast Austin. According to an arrest affidavit, Murray got into 
a dispute with her former girlfriend, Nixie Phillips, whom Murray 
allegedly hit in the head; Murray told police that Phillips had also hit 
her in the head. Murray’s murder conviction was ultimately over- 
turned, when the 3rd Court of Appeals ruled that Austin police had 
circumvented the state’s family law code when they interrogated Mur- 
ray about Belton’s death, coercing her into a confession. Lawmakers 
in 1999 closed the loophole that the state exploited for the case in 
order to interrogate Murray alone, without notifying any adults. - J.S. 

HELP EPA TAKE OUT THE GARBAGE Texans concerned about the 
health impacts of burning coal are headed to Dallas on Wednesday, 
Sept. 8, to speak at a public hearing on the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency’s proposed rules for the disposal of coal ash, the byprod- 
uct of burning coal for electricity. Coal ash often contains pollutants 
associated with cancer, birth defects, and other health problems, and 
the EPA is now considering recognizing it as a hazardous substance. 
The move would require companies to avoid disposing of the byproduct 
in a way that could contaminate groundwater and other vulnerable envi- 
ronments. The EPA is also weighing another option, according to the 
Sierra Club: simply regarding coal ash as no more dangerous than

MILK COWS AND CASH COWS 

City utilities ponder diminishing returns ... and subsidies

With apologies to federal “Cat Food Commission” 
chair Alan Simpson, the municipal milk’s going bad at 
the city utilities. 

Opponents of Water Treatment Plant No. 4 have drawn 
a straight line from the project’s $500 million price tag to 
Austin Water’s planned rate increases, if not the flagging 
fortunes of the utility in general. (See “All Things Budgetary 
... and WTP4,” p.22.) But as budget adoption nears, there’s 
another battle brewing in the city’s enterprise departments. 

The city’s Electric Utility Commission has called for 
Austin Energy to stop funding the Economic Growth and 
Redevelopment Services Office. In the proposed bud- 
get, AE has allocated $9.9 million to fund EGRSO, but in 
light of the utility’s changing business model - and a gap- 
ing budget deficit - the EUC recommended in mid-August 
that the agency spend the cash on the Customer 
Assistance Program, conservation measures, and 
deficit reduction. 

On paper, AE’s funding of EGRSO makes 
sense: The more business and investment 
the city attracts, the more customers to sell 
energy to. However, EGRSO’s budget has 
grown substantially over the years, from just 
more than $3 million in the 2000-2001 fiscal 
year to more than triple that amount in this year’s 
proposal. As its budget expanded, so did the depart- 
ment’s mission, which now includes offices promoting the 
cultural arts and a recently added music office. 

The EUC is questioning whether, with AE facing a $46.5 mil- 
lion budget gap (down from an estimated $83.2 million short- 
fall this spring), EGRSO money could be better spent on the 
utility’s core mission. To that end, the commission proposes: 

• $3.2 million of EGRSO-earmarked funding be directed 
instead to energy conservation programs, 

• another $3.4 million toward reducing the debt, and 

• $3.2 million to the Customer Assistance Program. 

And $300,000 currently allotted for the Customer Assistance 
Program can be dedicated instead to EGRSO, a program, 
according to the EUC’s resolution, that “is worthwhile and 
important, so much so that the City should pay for it 
directly.” The commission also passed an additional resolu- 
tion calling for the creation of a public budget oversight 
ombudsman to report to the EUC and answer stakehold- 
ers’ questions. 

You’d think wrangling over some $10 million in the midst 
of a tight budget year might be newsworthy, not to mention 
the broader issue of the utilities’ endangered operations 
as they endeavor, with mixed success, to shift to a conser- 
vation-based paradigm. A recent installment of FOX 7’s 
“Money Train” segment, highlighting some of AE’s expens- 
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es not related to coal and turbine electricity generation, 
should convince you otherwise: The report covered parade 
waivers, Christmas lighting, and apparently outrage-worthy 
(“Get this!” said anchor Loriana Hernandez) funding for 
sickle-cell anemia research, among other programs. Fox 7 
also quoted an outraged Pflugerville customer of AE who, 
the Hustle wagers, must personally pave his own roads in 
order to maintain appropriate intellectual consistency in his 
opposition to government programs that don’t directly 
affect him. 

That said, the 50,000 or so AE ratepayers who live out- 
side of the city may have the last laugh. AE is in the begin- 
ning stages of a stem-winding rate-review process, which 
will last all of next year until a new rate structure is imple- 
mented in October 2012. When that occurs, only custom- 
ers beyond the city limits will have the standing to 
bring a complaint to the state Public Utility 
Commission, which can alter the rates for them 
- and only 5% of those customers, or approxi- 
mately 2,500 of them, need to provide their 
signatures in order to appeal the process - a 
quick enough campaign for anyone looking to 
^ berate the city at the less sympathetic state 
level. (We’re looking at you, Carole.) Should that 
happen, the utility would certainly want to have its 
finances in order. 

That’s not to say it isn’t already trying. Among the budget 
cuts proposed by AE this year: $4.9 million in maintenance 
contracts, $1.5 million in the travel and training budget, 
and a freeze on new positions. AE is also asking Solid 
Waste Services to shoulder $4 million worth of funding for 
the city’s 311 call center, which AE has previously covered 
entirely and which is arguably of less relevance to its mis- 
sion than is EGRSO; a memo from EGRSO Director Kevin 
Johns to the members of the EUC says, “This past year 
resulted in $45.0 million of annual electric revenue brought 
forward by previous and current business development proj- 
ects through EGRSO.” 

While that may be the case, it’s also clear that the city 
utilities aren’t the cash cows they once were. As part of 
AE’s rate realignment, they’ll be performing a massive 
unbundling exercise, differentiating the cost of energy gen- 
eration (fuel, etc.) from the cost of delivery (wires, infra- 
structure, etc.), and delving down even further to separate 
residential energy needs and infrastructure from commer- 
cial ones. In that spirit, council might want to consider 
unbundling the utility from an office (as with all matters 
growth-related) that’s supposed to pay for itself. ■

Argues Leffingwell, “We’ve got this man- 
ageable cost of three or four dollars per 
month [per average ratepayer] for a few years 
here, to insure our health and safety through 
water security in the future.” 

Proaction vs. Prudence 

The series of contract votes on the project 
have been a steady 4-3, with the mayor, 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez, and council 
members Randi Shade and Sheryl Cole in the 
majority. Opponents have publicly targeted 
Cole as a potential swing vote - although 
stopping the project midstream seems a 
dubious strategy - but when she returned my 
call, Cole began stoutly, “I’m not changing 
my vote on Water Treatment Plant 4!” She 
said the presumption that she’s wavering 
began as joking banter with opponents that 
they’ve unilaterally decided to take seriously. 

Seconding the mayor’s arguments, Cole 
said simply: “I just think we’re going to have 
the need. The essence of the [opponents’] 
argument is to restrain growth,” she added, 
“and while I’m not a pro-growth person, I 
just think it’s the reality [for Austin’s future] .” 
She said she’s not happy at the price tag 
either - “everything we buy, in my opinion as 
chair of [the] Audit and Finance [Committee] , 
costs too much” - but she insists the need 
will be there sooner or later, and it’s time to 
bite the bullet now. “We can still do the con- 
servation; the two are not mutually exclusive.” 

Spelman acknowledges that he sees little 
prospect of movement on the council - he, 
Chris Riley (who campaigned against the 
plant), and Laura Morrison appear locked in 
against - and that there is simply a strong 
difference of opinion on whether the plant 
will be needed in the next few years. His own 
research has convinced him that the persis- 
tent long-term local trend is toward less 
water usage per capita. “I think the most 
prudent thing for us to do is to wait a few 
years and see if the trend does abate,” he told 
me, “and if it does, we’ll have plenty of time 
to build a new water treatment plant.” 

“My rhetorical question is,” asks Leffing- 
well, “What if you’re wrong? . . . We’re trying 


to make the best decision that we can on 
what we think those needs are going to be. If 
I’m wrong, we’ve got a water plant a couple 
of years ahead of time; if they’re wrong, we’re 
going to have serious problems.” 

Deja Vu Already 

The bitter tenor of some of the public hear- 
ings - which council members say has not 
affected their own discussions - might sug- 
gest there is a broad public groundswell 
against the plant. Some of the opponents 
seem unable to distinguish between a water 
treatment plant and a gasoline tank farm or a 
petrochemical facility. Like too much of our 
current politics, the debate has steadily degen- 
erated into variations of, “You’re not just 
wrong, you’re evil.” But Leffingwell argues 
bluntly that the headline arguments are not 
representative of overall public opinion. 

Citing opinion polls taken over the past 
year, he said, “I don’t think getting 50 people 
to come into council and sign up to speak 
against it is any indication of public senti- 
ment.” Leffingwell said the polling he’s seen 
supports the project “three or four to one” or 
better. Austin Water spokesman Jason Hill 
says a March survey by EnviroMedia found 
48% of respondents supporting the project, 
41% unsure, and only 12% “opposed or 
strongly opposed.” A privately conducted fall 
survey I’ve seen reflected even stronger sup- 
port, even when responders were advised of 
the potential effect on rates. “Most people,” 
concluded Leffingwell, “agree with me, I 
think, saying, ‘Hey, I don’t want to take a 
chance of running short of water.’” 

So that’s where we are. The two sides, on 
council and off, appear confirmed in their 
positions, with the arguments (or the votes) 
unlikely to change much over the ensuing 
budgetary discussions or any continuing 
contractual votes. The mayor is anticipating 
more of the same. “Frankly, I am surprised 
that at this point we can’t put that issue to 
rest,” said Leffingwell of the ongoing debate, 
“and realize that we’ve really made the deci- 
sion, and we should go ahead and carry it 
out at this point. ... I would only say that it’s 
a little disappointing that it’s gotten to the 
point that it has, that people can’t respect 
other people, and just say, he or she’s got a 
different opinion.” ■

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All Things Budgetary ... and WTP4 



The stars come out at night, and the eve- 
ning hearings at City Council last week were 
no exception. Public hearings on the city bud- 
get, planned rate increases at Austin 
Water, and more drew a constellation of well- 
known hall watchers, largely from the environ- 
mental community and near-unanimously 
aligned in opposition to Water Treatment 
Plant No. 4. 

Due to lengthy executive sessions - plus 
a protracted historic zoning appeal brought by 
a neighborhood opposing a property owner’s 
demolition plans (returned to Planning 
Commission), a controversial impervious- 
cover swap between the two principals 
behind the Domain (passed on first reading), 
and several other public hearings - council 
didn’t start taking input on the proposed 
budget until 9:15pm. With the projected cost 
of WTP4 estimated between $500 million 


(by the city) and $1 billion (by opponents 
including interest), several speakers signed 
up to denounce the plant and were audibly 
dismayed over the late start. Roy Waley of 
the Austin Sierra Club said he was there 
“to talk about budget issues. Today I budget- 
ed some time between 4 and 6 o’clock to 
come down and talk to y’all, and I’m a little 
over budget.” 

While several speakers argued specifically 
against AW’s planned rate increases for 
2011 - a 4.5% combined systemwide 
increase, led by a 5.7% increase to residen- 
tial bills, resulting in a nearly $4 hike to the 
average homeowner’s bill, from $67.35 to 
$71.19 - environmentalist and council gadfly 
Paul Robbins argued against the necessity 
of the plant itself. Speaking to 2010’s sum- 
mer, he said: “Austin’s maximum usage was 
last Sunday, August 22. We used 191 million 


gallons per day. But compared to what? ... 
Our current capacity [285 MGD] exceeds 
2010 peak use by 49 percent; if Water 
Treatment Plant 4 is added [at its initial 50 
MGD capacity], it will exceed 2010 peak use 
by 75 percent. This is despite only modest 
enforcement of the two-day mandatory water- 
ing schedule and lackluster conservation pro- 
grams that have been implemented in the 
last three years.” (Robbins wrote that since 
the hearing, Austin experienced a higher 
peak Aug. 29: 193 MGD. “My general point 
is still the same,” he added. “We are swim- 
ming in capacity.”) 

Tempers briefly flared when Save Our 
Springs Alliance Executive Director Bill 
Bunch asked Mayor Lee Leffingwell 

whether WTP4 is part of the proposed bud- 
get - partly in response to Leffingwell’s 
earlier complaint that speakers were dwell- 
ing on the plant project instead of directly 
addressing budget questions. “It is remote- 
ly a component, yes,” he answered. Bunch 
reacted angrily, asking, “A $500 million 
plant is ‘remotely’ part of the budget?” and 
the mayor responded, “Do you want to con- 
trol yourself, or do you want to be removed 
from the chamber?” More quietly, Bunch 
continued: “I would respectfully ask that 
you not insult the intelligence of this com- 
munity by pretending that Water Treatment 
Plant 4 is not part of the budget and is not 
germane to this public hearing. It certainly 
is.” Bunch followed with the broader charg- 
es that the plant is not needed now and is 
too expensive and that the potential envi- 
ronmental consequences have not been 
fully resolved. 

Some of the WTP4 opposition was more 
specific. Several opponents from the Spice- 
wood Springs Road Tunnel Coalition 

came out against the plant for the impact 
its construction (primarily of transmission 
main lines) will have on their neighborhood. 
Spicewood Springs resident Desmond 
D’Souza proposed an alternate water main 


route from the plant to storage reservoirs, 
one that wouldn’t affect his neighborhood 
by siting a large shaft there, which would 
create noise and thousands of truck trips. 
The “Hybrid 620” route would instead run 
primarily in a trench along Highway 620, 
bypassing the environmentally sensitive 
Bull Creek Preserve in the process. 
D’Souza also poked leaks in AW’s defens- 
es: The utility complains the alternate route 
would require some 40 additional ease- 
ments; D’Souza noted that the Austin Clean 
Water Program has acquired yearly between 
80 and 200 easements. After D’Souza and 
others spoke, Council Member Randi Shade 
said: “If we’re going to do things, we’re 
going to do it right. We’re going to take seri- 
ously what you have brought up in terms of 
the utility,” a sentiment that found favor 
elsewhere on the dais, and the utility was 
directed to consider the alternatives. 

Despite the intense focus on WTP4, 
other speakers addressed other budget 
issues. Disability advocate Jennifer 
McPhail of ADAPT of Texas asked the 
council to preserve funding for accessibility 
needs like sidewalks. But it was clear that 
to many in the chambers, the threads of 
the budget and the costly construction of 
WTP4 and its role in driving Austin’s argu- 
ably unsustainable growth were bound in 
an intractable Gordian knot. Speaking 
before the bloodletting, on a hearing over 
the Imagine Austin Comprehensive 
Plan’s “vision statement” (which council 
approved), longtime enviro Mary Arnold 
argued that the “folderal” of the platitudes- 
heavy document was “ignoring the basic 
information we should be studying” to man- 
age growth - largely annexation and taxa- 
tion policy. Citing an omnibus annexation of 
more than 2,000 acres in Travis County 
that had occurred earlier in the meeting, 
Arnold thundered, “Whisper Valley is urban 
sprawl!” to considerable applause.

Music Venue Owner Fights 
Lawsuit ‘Blitzkrieg’ 


Tim O’Connor, the man behind the Austin Music Hall, 
the Backyard, and La Zona Rosa, seems to be moving to 
put his companies’ financial houses in order after settling the 
first of several suits for unpaid construction bills. 

O’Connor, owner of music venue management firm Direct 
Events Inc., has commissioned two major and expensive 
construction jobs in recent years: first the renovation of the 
Austin Music Hall and then the relocation of the Backyard 
after new developments around the old site put space and 
parking pressures on the venue (see “Off the Record,” 

Music, Oct. 24, 2008). On Aug. 26, attorneys for civil engi- 
neers Kiva Inc. appeared in the 345th Civil District Court 
before Judge Stephen Yelenosky, requesting an injunction 
preventing management at the new Backyard at Bee Cave 
from using the sewers Kiva’s engineers had installed there. 
The Buda-based firm claimed it was owed $78,009 plus 
interest and costs by O’Connor’s firm Planet Earth Music 
LLC, PEM-JTOC, and the John Paul DeJoria Family Trust, 
which owns part of the property. 

When no representatives for the Backyard appeared for the 
hearing, Yelenosky called O’Connor from the bench and put 


him on speakerphone. O’Connor, who 
said there were problems with the sum- 
mons, accused Kiva and its attorneys of 
using the threat of forcing him to cancel 
an Aug. 28 concert by Sheryl Crow to get 
their money. However, Kiva’s attorneys 
announced the next morning that they 
had reached a settlement with O’Connor 
for an undisclosed sum, and Crow’s per- 
formance went ahead as scheduled. 

On the phone to Yelenosky, O’Connor 
accused Kiva of piling on to a “blitzkrieg” 
of legal actions against him and his com- 
panies. On July 13, Bertram-based 
Maldonado Construction & Associates 
filed suit claiming they were still owed $344,801 plus inter- 
est and fees for construction work on the Backyard, including 
roughly $275,000 owed to subcontractors and vendors. 
Austin-based Sixthriver Architects is suing twice - one for 
breach of contract and unpaid bills for the Backyard and 
another over the Austin Music Hall - for a total of 


$92,4011.40 plus interest and costs. However, Maldonado’s 
lawyers said on Monday that they’ve put their legal proceed- 
ings on hold as they attempt to reach an amicable settlement 
with the various entities involved with the Backyard. Sixthriver’s 
attorneys said their suits are now in discovery, but they are 
expecting settlement offers.

Louis Malfaro and 

On Aug. 23, Louis Malfaro addressed the 
Austin Independent School District board 
of trustees for the last time as president of 
teachers’ union Education Austin. Four 
days earlier Drew Scheberle, senior vice 
president of education and work force devel- 
opment for the Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce, joked to the same board that 
he’d grown a goatee as a farewell tribute to 
Malfaro’s distinctive facial hair. 

It was an amiable end to a long and some- 
times contentious working relationship. 
Although it hasn’t had the same headlines, 
Malfaro’s departure on Sept. 1 to become 
secretary-treasurer of statewide teachers’ 
union Texas AFT may be the biggest change 
in district politics since Meria Carstarphen 
replaced Pat Forgione as superintendent in 
2009. For almost two decades Malfaro has 
been the public face of Austin’s teachers’ 
unions but, he said: “It’s funny to think about 
this in terms of an individual’s career. To me, 
it’s the story of an organization, and I hap- 
pened to be one of the people to have an 
honor to be a lead in the play.” 

While the union will continue without him, 
there’s no doubt that after 18 years in dis- 
trict politics, Malfaro takes a wealth of insti- 
tutional knowledge with him. For context, the 
longest-serving members on the board of 
trustees - Robert Schneider and Cheryl 


Bradley - are each in their ninth year, while 
Carstarphen has been here a little more than 
a year. In his time as a union leader, Malfaro 
has outlasted five superintendents. “When 
Forgione used to brag about longevity, I used 
to get sick of it,” he said. “Well, I guess there 
is something to be said for sticking with 
something for a while.” 

After growing up in an Italian-American 
family in the Northeast, Malfaro moved to 
Austin for college and started his career as a 
bilingual teacher at Blackshear Elementary in 
1987 - “The year the district did away with 
court-ordered crosstown busing,” he noted. 
Part of the reason that AISD was allowed to 
end school busing was the launching of the 
Priority Schools program on 16 East 
Austin campuses. What was promised, says 
Malfaro, were “smaller classes and full-time 
counselors, but the big deal was experienced 
teachers and experienced principals.” In reali- 
ty, he said, “out of five of us, four of us had 
never taught a lick, and the old vet had four 
years. ... It was my first lesson from the 
school district that ‘We don’t keep our prom- 
ises.”' After that experience, he said, “I got 
active in the union pretty quickly. By ’92, I 
was serving as the president of the 
250-member Austin Federation of Teachers.” 
Malfaro credits the American Civil Liberties 
Union’s monthly lunchtime talks at the old 


Wyatt’s Cafeteria at the Flancock Center for 
educating him about Austin’s real issues. A 
talk by noted civil rights attorney and two-time 
attorney general candidate David Van Os 
about Austin’s history of segregated housing 
had a particular impact and made him “realize 
that I’m part of this context, of this amazing 
city that’s churning and changing.” When he 
first started teaching at Blackshear, 60% of 
the students were African-American and 40% 
were Hispanic; within five years, those num- 
bers had reversed. “Now I live two blocks 
from Blackshear,” he said, “and it’s a 90 per- 
cent Hispanic school. Austin has become an 
immigrant center in the last 10, 15 years.” 

After leaving teaching to study public policy 
at the LBJ School (“Bill Spelman was my 
teacher. I got an A,” he said), he returned to 
a full-time elected position with the American 
Federation of Teachers-affiliated Austin 
union as it grew to 2,000 members. Fie then 
took a key role in the merger of his organiza- 
tion and the National Education Association- 
affiliated Austin Association of Teachers 
in 1999. Out of that came Education Austin, 
which is now the city’s biggest union. 

One of the biggest victories that came out 
of that merger was getting the board of trust- 
ees to approve an elected consultation policy. 
“For the first time ever,” said Malfaro, “teach- 
ers and support staff got to elect one organi- 
zation to represent them.” Still, there’s a big 
difference between the nonbinding agreement 
between the union and the district and the 
strong meet-and-confer agreements between 
the city and the Austin Police Association, or 
the voter-approved collective bargaining that 
the Austin Firefighters Association has. 
Malfaro said, “There’s a reason our police 
and firefighters are the best paid in the state 
and our teachers are paid lousy, and it is 
that our process is contingent on getting five 
votes at the school board meeting on 
Monday night.” 

Looking back on his term, Malfaro says 
helping form Education Austin in the first 
place, and building it into an effective orga- 
nization, is one of his proudest achieve- 
ments. He said, “I can point to the first five 
years, when it was a small group of organiz- 
ers ... just hammering the thing together, 
training people, identifying leaders, putting a 
structure in place and running advocacy 
campaigns.” Having put those pieces togeth- 
er wasn’t just about improving pay and con- 
ditions for his members, he says, but about 
improving classrooms: “We’ve worked to get 
the district to do a better job at getting peo- 
ple in my profession ready to do a good 
job.” It allowed them to negotiate new pay 
structures like the REACH strategic compen- 
sation initiative, and now, unlike when he 
joined the district, he added, “new teachers 
get a full-time mentor. They rave about it 
and say, ‘I don’t know what I would do with- 
out having it.’” 

But there have been plenty of lost battles, 
and Malfaro had little doubt about his big- 
gest adversary. He said, “Austin is a town 
run by businesses and the chamber of com-

merce, and labor by itself has not been 
strong enough to beat that.” That’s not just a 
problem for the school district, where the 
simple threat from business interests to 
oppose a tax rollback election was enough to 
make the board dump that plan (see “Bowing 
to Business Wheels, AISD Cans Tax Hike,” 
Aug. 27), but also at the city and county 
levels. Malfaro casts doubt on the ability of 
Austin’s progressive community to counter 
the chamber: Austin Interfaith is still building 
itself as a proactive force, while groups like 
Liveable City, he said, “are a bunch of really 
smart people [who] don’t have the ability to 
move an agenda.” Until the disparate progres- 
sive groups can form a stronger coalition, he 
warned, “whether it’s school taxes, a new 
water treatment facility, or moving homeless 
people out of Downtown, the chamber wins.” 
That’s a problem that he sees replicated at 
the state level. While he’s optimistic that the 
statewide TFA and NEA organizations can fol- 
low the Education Austin model and work 
together more closely, currently they, the 
Texas Classroom Teachers Association, and 
the Texas State Teachers Association pull in 
too many different directions. When it comes 
to lobbying policy makers, he said, “the 
Legislature just laughs at us.” 

For Malfaro, what’s key is to remind people 
what public education is really about, and 
what his members try to do every day: Help 
fix the iniquities and inequalities of society. 

He said, “You know what Pat [Forgione] used 
to tell me? ‘I’m not into social engineering.’ 
What do you think the public school system 
is, if not the greatest experiment ever in 
social engineering?” - Richard Whittaker

Debate? Check. 
Debaters? Er ... 

KLRU, Austin’s PBS affiliate, has confirmed that 
the first general election debate of the governor’s 
race will take place Tuesday, Oct. 19 - but it might 
be former Houston Mayor Bill White vs. an empty 
chair. Gov. Rick Perry’s campaign has sent out daily 
press releases claiming that Perry refuses to debate 
White unless he releases his tax records. In fact, as 
required by law, White has released all records for 
his time as mayor. In spite of White’s compliance 
with the election code, Perry’s campaign has contin- 
ued to demand more records. Furthermore, many 
newspapers around the state - including the Austin 
American-Statesman - have savaged Perry for 
dodging a debate. Perry’s response? He has refused 
to either debate White or meet with editorial 
boards, saying that he would rather take his mes- 
sage straight to voters. The editors of the five news- 
papers sponsoring the event - the Statesman , The 
Dallas Morning News, the Fort Worth Star-Telegram, 
the Houston Chronicle, and the San Antonio 
Express-News - stated in a joint letter that they 
intend to hold the debate even if Perry doesn’t turn 
up. However, KLRU General Manager Bill Stotesbery 
confirmed that he is meeting with legal counsel to 
see whether this would be possible under the 
Federal Communications Commission’s equal- 
access rules. - R.W. 

More Debate Hate 

Who runs Attorney General Greg Abbott’s re- 
election campaign? Not Abbott, seemingly. In an 
Aug. 26 interview with the Texas Tribune, the 
Republican incumbent refused to commit to a 
debate with Democratic challenger Barbara Ann 
Radnofsky. When asked by Tribune Editor-in- 
Chief Evan Smith why not, Abbott said: “That is 
going to be up to the people who run my cam- 
paign. I don’t make those decisions.” He 
claimed that he paid his staff “good money” to 
make these campaign choices for him, but 
Radnofsky fired back: “Taxpayers pay Mr. Abbott 
‘good money’ to make key decisions. A public 
official should not palm off the decision to 
debate vital issues of the day.” - R.W.

shown in research to result in more reliable identification. 
“Some law enforcement officials have taken the position that 
laboratory studies are not relevant to real police work, but 
the constant flow of DNA exonerations proves that the find- 
ings of those laboratory studies were right all along,” Guerra 
Thompson wrote. “Those studies have overwhelmingly demon- 
strated the problem of ‘relative judgment’ that causes errone- 
ous identifications and that sequential identification proce- 
dures can minimize this effect.” 

The panel appears unanimous on other recommendations, 
including the suggestion that lawmakers amend the law gov- 
erning post-conviction appeals to allow for testing of any “pre- 
viously untested biological evidence, regardless of the reason 
the evidence was not previously tested” or for retesting evi- 
dence that was previously conducted with “older, less accu- 
rate” testing methods. Moreover, the group has recommend- 
ed that the law be amended to allow inmates to appeal 
based on advances in science that may undermine the reli- 
ability of evidence originally used against them. Locally, such 
a change could benefit Fran and Dan Keller, who were con- 
victed in 1992 of having sexually assaulted a child at their 
home-based day care in Oak Hill; the only physical evidence 
against them came from a doctor’s assessment that a child’s 
hymen appeared damaged (see “Believing the Children,” 

March 27, 2009). The same doctor last year told the 
Chronicle that not long after the Kellers’ conviction, he 
learned that advancements in science now suggest that what 
he’d seen was neither abnormal nor suggestive of sexual 
abuse. (The Kellers are still in prison; Blackburn is working to 
get them a chance to prove their innocence in court.) 

The panel’s recommendations have been accepted by the 
Task Force on Indigent Defense, and now state Sen. 
Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, hopes his colleagues and the gov- 
ernor (whoever that may be next year) will make passing the 
recommendations into law a priority. “Now the ball is in the 
Legislature’s court. I call on my fellow legislators ... to dedi- 
cate ourselves to creating a justice system that truly protects 
the innocent, ensures the guilty are brought to justice, and is 
instilled with the fairness and integrity that justice demands,” 
Ellis said in a press statement. “We owe Tim Cole and his 
family that much.” - Jordan Smith 


The Timothy Cole Advisory Panel on Wrongful 
Convictions made five major proposals last week for law- 
makers heading into next year’s legislative session. The 
panel, named for the state’s first posthumously exonerated 
man (he died in prison while serving time for a rape he did 
not commit), was tasked with considering the causes of 
wrongful conviction and making recommendations to avoid 
future miscarriages of justice. Among those were recommen- 
dations that state police agencies record all suspect interro- 
gations and adopt model policies for handling eyewitness 
identification procedures. Another proposal recommends that 
state lawmakers reform post-conviction law to allow for DNA 
testing of evidence regardless of why it was not previously 
tested. But whether the recommendations will be adopted 
and passed by legislators in 2011 - and whether they’ll actu- 
ally have their intended effect - remains to be seen. 

Chief among the group’s recommendations is to require 
the Bill Blackwood Law Enforcement Management 
Institute of Texas at Sam Houston State University to work 
with law enforcement and scientific experts in eyewitness ID 
to “develop, adopt, [and] disseminate” information to Texas 
police agencies and annually review policy and training mate- 
rials on the administration of live and photo lineups. 

Dealing with the problem of poor eyewitness ID is no small 
matter in Texas, where faulty IDs have been implicated in more 
than 80% of the state’s DNA exonerations (there are 41 to 
date). Moreover, according to a 2009 report by nonprofit the 
Justice Project, only 88 police agencies - out of 750 that 
responded to inquiries - could supply any written policies cover- 
ing live or photo lineup procedures. The debate over how to cut 
down on faulty IDs has proved the topic to be somewhat contro- 
versial; in the last legislative session there were competing 
approaches, but ultimately a police policy and training bill - the 
same as is being recommended by the panel - is what went for- 
ward, in large part because Gov. Rick Perry had made it clear 
he would veto any bill that required police to actually follow a 
specific set of eyewitness ID procedures defined by legislators. 
Still, that bill did not become law, leaving the recommendations 
for how to proceed on the desk of Timothy Cole Panel members. 

The decision to go with the “model policy” approach - 
which would require police agencies to adopt a written policy 
(in itself a marked improvement) - hasn’t impressed every-

German engineering firm Tilke 
GmbH has released its draft design 
for the Austin Formula One track, 
scheduled to hold its first race in 
2012.

body, including Jeff Blackburn, founder and chief counsel of 
the Innocence Project of Texas. In a guest blog for Grits 
for Breakfast (the long-running and widely read criminal jus- 
tice reform blog run by Scott Henson), Blackburn argues that 
the panel’s recommendations, especially for eyewitness ID, 
are just a “watered-down version of what has already been in 
play in prior legislative sessions.” In a concurring report, 
panel member Sandra Guerra Thompson, a professor at the 
University of Houston Law Center, writes that the panel rec- 
ommendations should have gone further to include more 
stringent protocols for IDs, including the use of blind and 
sequential lineups. These methods require that witnesses be 
shown lineup photos one at a time (rather than as part of an 
array of photos) and that the officer administering the lineup 
be unaware of who the suspect is and whether he or she is 
actually included in the lineup. These strategies have been

WALL STREET’S ETHICAL DILEMMA 

Wall Street is a bizarre place. It mas- 
querades as a sober center of finance, but 
it operates as a wide-open bazaar of any- 
thing-goes gambling games. 

Recently, the biggest casino player of 
them all, Goldman Sachs, made a bizarre 
effort to strike a sober public pose by 
imposing a new ethical standard on its 
bankers/gamblers. Were they instructed to 
stop rigging the game to profit themselves 
at the expense of everyone else? No, no, 
Nanette - Goldman never lets ethics get in 
the way of raking in more money. Rather, the 
bank’s sudden outburst of morality was 
directed at the language used by its bank- 
ers. Henceforth, decreed the higher-ups, 
Goldman employees must refrain from using 
profanity in their e-mails. 

Sheesh - like it was expletive-filled 
e-mails that crashed our economy, not Wall 
Street banksters gaming the system! 

Meanwhile, Goldman’s pious moralists 
have already plotted an end-run around new 
regulatory reforms that Congress passed in 
July. One of the most important reforms was 
a ban on what’s called “proprietary trad- 
ing,” a convoluted form of casino gambling 
by bankers that led to Wall Street’s meltdown 
and America’s ongoing economic catastro- 
phe. Goldman has simply had these proprie- 
tary traders change hats, moving them into 
its “asset management” division, which does 
not come under the new regulation. So - 
hocus-pocus! - the reckless gamblers slip 
through a definitional loophole and keep play- 
ing the same old game. This slick perversion 
of the law will be hugely profitable for the 
bank and hugely risky for our economy. 

But at least we can take comfort in the fact 
that no profane e-mails were exchanged by 
Goldman’s ethically impaired bankers as they 
conspired to put themselves above the law. 
And they wonder why the phrase “Wall Street 
banker” is now an expletive in our country. 


BIG BANKS’ INSIDE JOB 

Congress finally passed a moderate 
financial reform package to tighten regula- 
tions on the banksters of Wall Street. Of 
course, the banksters howled, protesting 
even the meekest of reforms - but the pack- 
age is now the law, so that’s that. Right? 

Uh ... no. 

What Congress passed is a 2,300-page 
compendium of concepts, leaving the real 
decision-making about the details of financial 
regulation in the hands of the Federal 
Reserve, the Securities Exchange 
Commission, the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission, and other regulatory 
agencies. In other words, the game is still on 
for Wall Street lobbyists! So they’re presently 
mounting a furious blitz on the rule-writing reg- 
ulators, still trying to weaken or even kill many 
of the reform ideas passed by Congress. 

To weasel their way inside, the financial 
giants have reached into the agencies them- 
selves to hire away nearly 150 regulators, lur- 
ing them with fat salaries to switch sides and 
become industry lobbyists. These insiders- 
turned-outsiders are well worth the big bucks, 
for they have long, personal relationships with 
those in the agencies who are filling in the 
blanks left by Congress. If nothing else, these 
newly minted lobbyists are much more likely to 
get their phone calls returned by their former 
regulatory colleagues than a stranger would. 

A New York Times reporter asked one of the 
switcheroos who’s now working for the dark 
side if he felt this old-buddy connection gave 
him a lobbying edge. This regulator-turned-lob- 
byist bluntly said, “If it didn’t, I wouldn’t be 
able to justify getting out of bed in the morn- 
ing and charging the outrageous fees that we 
charge our clients, which they willingly pay.” 

He added that “you have to work at an agen- 
cy to understand the culture and pressure 
points, and it helps to know the senior staff.” 

If the Wall Street banksters are able to 
pull off this regulatory heist, you’ll know 
that it was an inside job.

One turn might mean the closing of an Austin 
landmark. Another flip of the card might mean the 
establishment of a new public service. Up one hand; 
down the next. No matter how much we shuffle or 
how much we try to stack, the cards don’t lie. Let’s 
hope that it’s not all left up to chance. 

A week ago or so, I found myself at the Dobie 
Mall, picking up my kid from a job on the Drag. The 
Dobie is chock-full of memories for the kid and me. 
The arcade (now gone), the slice and soda special 
(still there), the various action figure/toy/game/com- 
ics shops that have come and gone (all pretty much 
gone), and of course, the theatre. I sat down at the 
small cafe table across from the theatre to pay my 
respects. I’d assumed from the previous weekend’s 
last-showings-ever that they’d be long gone. They 
weren’t. They were still moving, lumbering, rolling 
massive equipment like a sad herd of elephants across 
the Serengeti, slow-to-go, destination unknown. 

The bright golden lens of the sturdy old Century 
projector caught my eye, and I tried to be as unobtru- 
sive as a big girl can be, admiring the old workhorse. 
Across from it, a massive Simplex. Pure movie-throw- 
ing magic, people. Film history right before my eyes. 
The elephants were dead on the plains, used up for 
their ivory. Dramatic? Sure. I was in a movie theatre, 
for chrissakes, a palace of reveries and dreams, a for- 
tress of fantasy - one that introduced me to this town. 
I’ll spare you the reminiscence of that first time at the 
Dobie back in 1991, except to say that I was introduc- 
ing a friend to Austin, and where else would we go to 




see the continuing run of Rick Linklater’s 
Slacker ? Yup. That was my first film in 
A-Town. Dang. 

Heather, the very kind (despite how 
exhausted she seemed) manager asked if I 
needed anything. I apologized for being in 
the way and then realized I’d only have one 
shot to ever ask this: “Would you mind if I 
sat one last time in the Egypt room?” 

She very sweetly obliged, even though 
this must have been such a sad, sad 
day for her and her staff. I walked to the 
back of the cozy theatre, to the make-out 
room. The couch, of course, was gone, 
but the memories sparkled. So did a 
flood of images of films seen in this very 
room, including screenings at early South 
by Southwests and the Austin Gay & 
Lesbian International Film Festivals. 

One turn of the cards means a land- 
mark closes. The next hand promises 
- not that something will replace it, 
but - that something else will open, 
eventually. I wondered what to do 
about the Dobie for “Best of Austin.” 
She’d all but slipped off our radar since 
the Austin Film Society series in 2007. 

We lost touch. I pondered creating a 
special “Editor’s Posthumous Pet Pick” 
to feature in each “BOA” in the future, 
but that’s lame and too hindsight-y 
even for me. 

Nope. Let’s let the Dobie Theatre’s 
14 “Best of Austin” awards stand. Let’s 
let the old girl rest. 

We hope you enjoy this year’s issue. 

It’s loaded with Austin treasures past, 
present, and yet-to-be. 

Time to deal the next hand.

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Iconic female beauty in Mauritania (and in a few other African societies, 
as “News of the Weird” has reported) regards “rolling layers of fat” as the 
height of sexiness, according to a July dispatch by Marie Claire magazine, 
and professional force-feeders earn the equivalent of about $200 each from 
parents for bulking up their young daughters in boot camps that sometimes 
serve animal fat as drinks and apply the cattle-thickening drug Oradexon. 
“The stomach flab should cascade, the thighs should overlap, and the neck 
should have thick ripples,” said Aminetou Mint Elhacen, the feeding drill 
sergeant. Some girls rebel, but others embrace their new bodies. Said one, 
“When I realized the power I had over men, I started to enjoy being fat.” 


UPDATES 

The Yaohnanen tribe on the South Pacific 
island of Tanna believes its true ancestral god 
is Britain’s Prince Philip (based on photographs 
of him with the queen during a 1974 visit to 
Tanna’s mother nation of Vanuatu) and 
believes he promised he would return for good 
on his 89th birthday (June 10, 2010). Although

Another Pampered Pet: Gail Posner (the

Posner’s only living child, Bret Carr, who admits 
he had issues with his mother, is challenging 
her $26-million-plus will (that left him $1 mil- 
lion), mostly because, he said, Mrs. Posner’s 
staff and bodyguards suspiciously wound up 
with the bulk of the riches on the pretense 
that they would be caring for Conchita. 

More British Welfare Spongers: In May, the 
Daily Mail profiled the Houghtons of Crawley, 
West Sussex (Lee, 42, and Jane and their 
five youngest children), who live in free gov- 
ernment housing and draw monthly benefits 
of the equivalent of about $1,600, without 
doing a bit of work - because Lee has a 
“personality disorder” and daughter Chelsea, 
16, has attention deficit hyperactivity disor- 
der and needs a caretaker to help with her 


baby. The Houghtons admit that they spoil 
their kids at Christmas with lavish gifts, 
and the reporter noted the presence of 
four TVs, two Xboxes, three DVD players, 
mobile phones for everyone, and a comput- 
er and laptop. Lee is unpopular with his 
neighbors, who call the police on him fre- 
quently because of his drinking. Said Lee: 
“If people want to work, good for them. I 
would if I could.” 

“News of the Weird” has been among 
those taunting the Scottish over the years 
for their culinary devotion to haggis 
(sheep’s stomach, boiled, with liver, heart, 
or lung, accompanied by oatmeal, suet, 
onions, and various “spices”), but the 
Edinburgh chocolatier Nadia Ellingham 
recently answered - with “haggis choco- 
lates,” which are thankfully meat-free but 
contain the familiar haggis spices. 

More Bad Multitaskers: Driver Bryan 
Parslow, 19, injured himself and three pas- 
sengers when he crashed into a tree near 
Wheatland, N.Y., in May. He was playing 
“hold your breath” with the others and 
passed out. And in July, Lora Hunt, 49, was 
sentenced to 18 months in jail in the crash 
that killed a woman on a motorcycle in 
Lake County, III., in 2009. Hunt was so pre- 
occupied painting her nails (polish was 
splashed all over the car’s interior) that 


she never even moved to apply the brakes 
before the collision. On the other hand, 
Amanda McBride, 29, is such an excellent 
multitasker that she was able to drive her- 
self to the hospital in Bemidji, Minn., in 
May while giving birth. (Her husband was in 
the front seat but, seizure-prone, he does 
not drive.) The child emerged just as 
McBride pulled into the hospital parking lot. 
“[H]e just slid out,” she said. “It really 
wasn’t bad at all.” 

One of the more famous cultural land- 
marks in Britain’s South Tyneside is an 
1890 toilet, “Westoe Netty,” commemorat- 
ed in a 1972 painting and which remained 
on display at the Beamish Museum. In 
March, it was relocated within the building 
because, as “News of the Weird” has 
reported about other museum-display toi- 
lets, a visitor could not resist using it. 

The toilet will be moved to a nonpublic 
part of the building and be hooked up to 
public plumbing.

Best National Memorial: The Oklahoma City National Memorial remembers those who died in the 
senseless bombing on April 19, 1995, in a dignified and moving manner. 

Best Peek Into the Past: The American Indian pictographs at Paint Rock are some of the most 
interesting and best preserved in the country. To schedule a tour, call 915/732-4376. 

Best Swimming Holes With the Same Name: Blue Holes in Wimberley and Georgetown beat the 
summer heat. 

Best Artist Tours: Georgia O’Keefe loved the New Mexican desert north of Santa Fe. In Abiquiu 
you can tour Ghost Ranch and see the sites she painted, or tour her home (505/685-4539) just 
as she left it. 

Best Bone Yard: Actually the fossils littering the ground at Mineral Wells Fossil Park are the 
remains of plants, not bones. There is something exciting about picking up a pocket-full of them. 

Best Swinging Bridge: I never get tired of visiting the Regency Bridge north of San Saba. The view 
is so spectacular, and the rumble of the wooden planks under my tires sends shivers up my spine.

The Austin Aztex battled to a pair of feisty come-from-behind draws 
last week, in their final regular-season trip to the Pacific Northwest, to 
inch closer back to first place in the league. This Saturday they can 
reclaim that lead in their next-to-last home game of the season. I didn’t 
see the 1-1 draw Thursday with the Portland Timbers, but Sunday’s 
Vancouver Whitecaps game was an inspiration. Shorthanded, with 
only three field substitutes available due to injuries and a red card sus- 
pension to key defender Kieron Bernard, the Aztex were lucky to still 
be in the game at halftime but looked the likeliest winner by the end, 
with Eddie Johnson the primary hero for a lovely headed goal, evening 
the score at 2-2 just after coming on in the 78th minute. By breaking 
even with two teams that will be in Major League Soccer next year, the 
Aztex pull within two points of first-place Rochester, but with three extra 
games to play. They can retake the lead with a win over the Minnesota 
Stars, Saturday, Sept. 4, 7:30pm at House Park, 13th & Lamar. 

The Aztex will be the lone holdout, team President Phil Rawlins con- 
firmed Wednesday, as nine other D-2 team owners submit a proposal to 
reorganize Division 2 pro soccer for next season as the North American 
Soccer League. Rawlins said the Aztex “will not be participating” in the 
NASL proposal and that “the bid fails to meet several of the [U.S. 
Soccer Federation’s mandatory] criteria.” Chief Executive Officer Djorn 
Buchholz added that he’s confident the Aztex have kept all their 
options open and will be playing second division soccer next year, wher- 
ever that turns out to be.

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Public school teachers have it bad, and we all know it. They 
don’t get paid what they deserve, they don’t receive funds to 
buy what they need (unless, of course, they happen to coach a 


sport as well), and they don’t get to teach 
from their experience. Rather, administrators, 
who sometimes have never seen the inside 
of a classroom and often are desperately 
attempting to justify their own positions, annu- 
ally implement new teaching “strategies,” 
which usually involve the latest instructional 
“theories,” and force them down the throats 
of instructors, who have no practical use for 
them. Then, states institute “standardized 
testing,” which means teachers, in order to 
preserve their livelihoods, must “teach to the 
test” rather than teach for the students. And 
let’s not even go near the fact that for years 
public schools have been required to teach 
subjects that most of their charges have no 
use for out in the working world. 

Some of these subjects get addressed in 
William Missouri Downs’ Dead White Males, 
currently being produced by the Sustainable 
Theatre Project. The characters consist of 
three teachers, none of whom is teaching the 
subject for which she received her degree 
(yet another problem in modem public educa- 
tion), and three administrators, all of whom 
wish to dictate both what is being taught and 
the method of teaching it. Only one of the 
characters is an actual student at Thomas 
Paine Elementary, and that particular student, 
Johnny, is played by an adult. Throughout, the 
actors playing the teachers and administra- 
tors refer to the audience as the students 
and, when they are required to actually usher 
the students in and out of the “classroom,” 
pantomime as if they are doing so. 

Sympathizing with the basic politics of the 
play is painlessly easy. Almost anyone who 


has children has concerns about their edu- 
cation and the top-heavy bureaucracy that 
controls it. Finding the same kind of sym- 
pathy for the play itself proves somewhat 
more challenging because Downs introduces 
pedophilia into the story, and he seems to 
do it for no other reason than to manufac- 
ture a dramatic ending. Consider that liter- 
ally nothing happens to the pedophile and 
the introduction of this particular perversity 
seems somewhat miscalculated. 

While Downs’ script is bothersome, direc- 
tor Derek Kolluri’s choice to have his actors 
play two entirely different styles proves 
somewhat more bothersome. Sometimes the 
acting works. Molly Fonseca as Janet, the 
new, idealistic teacher, is sincere and believ- 
able. Suzanne Balling as the rebel teacher, 
Doris, has some effective moments. Dennis 
Kelleher Bailey as the pedophiliac Principal 
Pettlogg has two monologues in which he 
manages, surprisingly enough, to draw sym- 
pathy. And Beth Burroughs as Woods, the 
worst teacher in the school, has an effective 
scene in which she reams out her class. But 
on more than a few occasions, many of the 
actors employ a satiric, mugging style that 
comments on the characters rather than 
portrays them as human beings, and this 
radically clashes with the more effective, 
realistic tone. The actors often seem to be 
judging their characters rather than simply 
allowing them to be. The actors seem to be 
trying to tell us how we should feel about 
what we’re watching, and as with education 
itself, my preference is that I be allowed to 
draw my own conclusions. - Barry Pineo

The Odyssey: 
A Rock 
Musical

It seems that every theatre group in town has explored the 
“rock musical” in the last five years. Obviously, this is Austin, 
and you can’t cross the street without bumping into another 
rock band, so some of that is natural. The appeal may also lie 


in the impression that a rock musical is a 
novelty, but many, many shows in Austin 
have had a live rock band providing the 
soundtrack. Sometimes it works beautifully; 
sometimes it doesn’t. 

Director, writer, and composer Freddy 
Carnes has taken the well-beaten path 
of the rock musical with his stage rendi- 
tion of The Odyssey. The adaptation hits 
the major points of the Homeric epic 
faithfully. Odysseus is stuck on an island 
with Calypso, and it takes some behind- 
the-scenes work on the part of the Greek 
gods to get him off and on his way to all 
the adventures you might remember from 
your senior year English class. In Carnes’ 
telling, Odysseus’ relationship with his 
wife, Penelope, and son, Telemachus, is 
the backbone of the play. He misses them, 
they miss him, and everybody but the 108 
suitors to Penelope (or, in this case, three) 
wishes he would return. 

The production is rough around the edges, 
to the point of earning itself a bit of that 
Waiting for Guffman charm. Some community 
theatre is highly accomplished, but there is 
also community theatre that is amateurish 
in a way that doesn’t involve pay status. 
Unfortunately, The Odyssey: A Rock Musical 
does not rise to the level to which it aspires. 

Craig Kanne (Eumaios) and J.R. 

Zambrano (Eurymachus) stand out among 
the cast as actors who add actual charac- 
ter to their roles, who discover something 
interesting in their parts. That’s tough to 
do when the dialogue lacks distinction in 
voice and tone from one character to the 


next and when there appears to be a lack 
of direction. Actors stand about delivering 
lines and debating without moving, and 
group scenes feel haphazard and messy. 

The music does not help. The composi- 
tion is simplistic, and the Dougherty Arts 
Center sound system isn’t set up for a rock 
show, so what we hear is muddled and 
fuzzy. There are a few performers with great 
voices, but I only know this because I’ve 
seen them in other shows. With inadequate 
monitors, even the great singers went 
off-pitch. It was disappointing, too, to see 
actors pull out a handheld mic when it was 
time for their solo or tuck it into the belt of 
their colorful period costumes (designed by 
Matt Poitras in one of the strongest contri- 
butions to the production). Headset mics 
are a common way to avoid that. 

Moreover, The Odyssey: A Rock Musical 
suffers from lack of vision. The spoken 
lines are heightened but generic. It’s a 
common knee-jerk reaction by writers to 
the challenge of adapting a great work of 
literature or writing in a historical setting; 
the dialogue becomes bland and artificial 
rather than unique to the story. Another 
common problem with adaptations is the 
writer trying to follow the original too faith- 
fully instead of pursuing a unique idea. It’s 
less important to hit all plot points than 
it is to explore the story the writer is try- 
ing to tell in his or her adapted version. If 
we want to know the story of The Odyssey 
blow by blow, then we can devote the time 
and effort to reading the original, which will 
always be better. - Elizabeth Cobbe

Want to see some things that’ll knock you out of your skull? 
Painters render two-dimensional images of what they per- 
ceive or what they imagine they see in their heads. Sculptors 


and ceramicists, glassworkers and metal- 
smiths, on the other (often heat-scarred) 
hand, wrest the very objects from their brain 
box and into the world, in as many shapes 
and shades as materials and industry will 
allow. The results of objectification will vary, 
of course, depending on the inciting idea, 
the skill of the artist, and what’s used to 
manifest the thing. 

You want to see the results of objectifica- 
tion that will knock you on your ass with 
their beauty and wit, with the brilliance of 
their creation? You want to see “Fired Up!” 
at Pump Project before what’s on display is 
packed away (or, more likely, added to the 
private displays of savvy art collectors). 

Micah Evans’ large sculptures of borosili- 
cate glass are represented by a dimpled octa- 
hedron of clear latticework pierced by a short 
and double-tapered black spear; try to picture 
that without a face-to-face eyeballing, and 
you’d fall short of its geometric impact even 
if William Gibson had described it. Easier: 
Evans also provides a giant bottle of Lone 
Star beer, rendered in the same latticelike, 
fully transparent style, called The National 
Sculpture of Texas; its bottle cap, also of 
borosilicate, sits nearby. Or how about a 
glass branch of realist orchids springing from 
a stunning art deco holder? It is to swoon. 

Edmund Martinez brings his often maca- 
bre vernacular to bear on a set of dishes, 
bowls, and coffee cups decorated with 
skulls or profanity, the perfect accompani- 
ment to a Shirley Jackson tea party with 
Constance and Merricat. 


Mandy Sue Springer fills one corner of the 
gallery with an immense wooden beam upon 
which, as if growing there naturally, blooms 
a thick and staggered colony of fired-clay 
fungus that metastasizes from the dark 
substrate and climbs the bordering walls. 
There’s a pair of headphones next to this 
gorgeous piece; put them on and be trans- 
ported to the sculpture’s native territory, 
richly evoked by Danny Glaser’s complex 
soundscape. 

Sun McColgin’s signature works of angu- 
lar steel are also part of this exhibition, 
their solidity providing an anchor to the 
delicate sailings of glass and porcelain 
that surround them. Glass: for instance, 
the stunning trio by Morgan Graff: Sea 
Glass, Luftballon, and Lemon & Lime, 
thick and brightly colored curves and sec- 
tions of spheres of simple silicate beauty. 
Porcelain: Ryan McKerley’s Bowl and Jar. 
like fine gifts some strangely diplomatic 
Dalek ambassador might present to a lucky 
Time Lord. And there’s more, yes, also 
varied, by many others. And, as if what’s 
already gathered isn’t sufficient to make 
you wish you’d won the lottery to afford all 
of it at once, a few small stained-porcelain 
pieces by Jared Theis are on loan from D 
Berman Gallery. 

This “Fired Up!” show at Pump Project 
displays much of what’s possible when you 
mix materials with brains and skill; this 
“Fired Up!” show provides a dimension of 
art you’ll be pleased to inhabit, however 
briefly.

Machete is a movie that has been a long time coming, which 
gives this so-called Mexploitation film an extra kick now that 
its arrival coincides with a political climate in America that 


enhances its topicality. This revenge film’s 
roots go back to Rodriguez’s first employ- 
ment of Trejo, the titular Machete, in the 
1995 film Desperado. We then developed 
a mouthwatering taste for Machete when it 
appeared as one of the fake trailers 
sandwiched in between Rodriguez’s 
and Quentin Tarantino’s halves of 
the B-movie throwback Grindhouse. 

It was one of the takeaway images 
from Grindhouse : Trejo as a wronged 
federate who is cloaked with nearly 
as many knives as a bird has feath- 
ers, a frightening visage, and that 
ominous tagline about having “fucked with 
the wrong Mexican.” A veteran actor who has 
appeared in nearly 200 Hollywood movies 
and a scary-looking survivor of San Quentin, 
Trejo is an unlikely candidate for the role 
of the newest superhero in filmdom. But 
there you have it: Rodriguez and co-director 
Maniquis have turned this Mexican-American 
with the fearsome face into the new Charles 
Bronson, and as Machete, Trejo has struck 
the mother lode of badass. Like in Bronson’s 
Death Wish movies, the plot kicks off when 
Machete is double-crossed in Mexico and 
witnesses the gruesome murder of his wife 
and daughter by drug kingpin Torrez (Seagal). 
Three years later we pick up his trail as a 
day laborer in Texas, where a rabid anti-immi- 
gration movement is in full flourish, seen 
primarily in the personages of a shoot-to-kill 
vigilante (Johnson) and De Niro’s Senator 
McLaughlin, a racist who advocates for an 
electrified border fence. Things are no dif- 
ferent for Machete on the American side of 


the border with corrupt politicians in cahoots 
with even more corrupt drug runners. The 
film piles on a host of entertaining charac- 
ters, all of which are one-note caricatures 
that nevertheless serve the purposes of the 
film’s full-blast trajectory. (De Niro 
does some of his best support- 
ing work in years, and Lohan’s 
appearance as a rich little drug- 
gie who schemes to increase 
her Web presence could not be 
more fortuitously timed.) The 
film’s ultraviolence is leavened by 
its humorous and creative edge. 
Yes, the violence and the ogling of women’s 
bodies are gratuitous and over-the-top, but 
the film’s self-awareness and the respect it 
has for its Seventies exploitation forebears 
keeps Machete from going over to the dark 
side. It’s a far cry from the nonsensical 
mayhem that marked Rodriguez’s Planet 
Terror. Also in keeping with the exploitation 
aesthetic is this film’s intrinsic incorporation 
of topical issues: in this case, border ten- 
sions. Machete doesn’t probe any intricacies 
or offer solutions, yet keeps the issue on 
a front burner throughout. “We didn’t cross 
the border; the border crossed us” is typi- 
cal Rodriguez (who wrote the script with his 
cousin Alvaro Rodriguez) sloganeering. In 
the end, Machete may not be all that origi- 
nal, but it is fresh - fresh as a steel blade 
to the gut. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE AMERICAN D: Anton Corbijn; with 

George Clooney, Violante Placido, Thekla Reuten, Johan 
Leysen, Paolo Bonacelli. (R, 105 min.) 

It’s billed as a dramatic thriller, but 
this American doesn’t contain the kind 
of film action most Americans are accus- 
tomed to in their thrillers. This film is 
quieter and more contemplative than most 
American shoot-’em-ups and, dare I say, 
more European in its thoughtful pacing, 
enigmatic mysteries, and inclusion of full- 
frontal female nudity. The gunplay and 
other action we witness in the film’s trailer 
occur mostly in the opening and closing 
minutes of the movie. In fact, the opening 
contretemps is a jolt, with its bloody sniper 
attack at a snowy love nest in Sweden 
and the instant revelation that our hero 
can be a stone-cold killer. Change that to 
antihero, which is really more in keeping 
with the American played by Clooney, a 
character named Jack or maybe Edward. 

It’s also in keeping with director Corbijn’s 
anti-action ethos. Corbijn creates a sense 
of existential dread as he spins this story 
about a shady guy who is completing his 
last assignment and can sense the walls 
caving in on his solitary way of life. Or 
maybe I’m just reading into what Jack/ 
Edward feels; The American exposes very 
little about what makes this guy tick. Long, 
dialogue-free sequences and other taut 
conversations make it possible to assume 
several things about the character’s mental 
state yet know none of them for certain. 

It’s both the strength and the weakness of 
the film, which was adapted by Rowan Joffe 
from the novel A Very Private Gentleman by 
Martin Booth. Kudos must go to Clooney 
for his continued selection of unusual 
roles that often call to mind Seventies 
antiheros and to Corbijn (the famed rock 
photographer whose previous film, Control, 
was based on the life of Joy Division’s Ian 
Curtis) for making the film he apparently 
wanted, viewer absorption be damned. 
Clooney also resists his usual actor’s tics 
to create a lean, unknowable character 
whose thoughts are hidden from us as he 
goes about his daily routine of push-ups, 
coffee-drinking, and gun-making. Yes, Jack/ 
Edward seems to be a custom gun-builder 
by trade and assassin only by circum- 
stance. After the showdown in Sweden, his 
handler (Leysen) instructs him to go to a 
small mountain town in Italy and await his 
next assignment. While there, he attracts 
the attention of the local priest (Bonacelli), 
which is good for some vague a I l-of-us-a re- 
sinners conversations, and bides his time 
visiting a prostitute named Clara (Placido), 
with whom he develops an uncharacter- 
istic emotional attachment. He and Clara 
eventually decide to leave together, casting 
away their old lives and making a fresh 
start. Silly man: Another tough guy felled 
by his weakness for a good-hearted whore. 
Aided by a strong soundtrack by Corbijn’s 
friend Herbert Gronemeyer, The American 
nevertheless seems more like a concept in 
search of a movie. The sequence early in the 
film of Jack/ Edward traveling through a long 
tunnel forms a sensibility that carries through- 


out the film: We can journey toward the light 
all we want, but that doesn’t guarantee under- 
standing or acceptance. - Marjorie Baumgarten

GOING THE DISTANCE D: Nanette 

Burstein; with Drew Barrymore, Justin Long, Charlie Day, 
Jason Sudeikis, Christina Applegate, Jim Gaffigan, Ron 
Livingston. (R, 102 min.) 

Going the Distance doesn’t. Go the dis- 
tance, that is. The film is a wan romantic 
comedy about the difficulties inherent in long- 
distance relationships and touches on every 
cliche in the handbook. Still, Barrymore’s 
charm should be enough to make any so-so 
rom-com at least mildly passable - or at least 
it has worked that way in the past. But Going 
the Distance has a tin ear and sullied eye: 
Nothing sounds or looks very good. In making 
the transition to narrative filmmaking, former 
documentarian Burstein (the excellent On the 
Ropes and the not-so-excel lent American Teen) 
seems to have few trustworthy instincts. 

The script by first-time screenwriter Geoff 
LaTulippe offers only a litany of familiar plot 
points: disapproving friends and relatives, 
phone sex, constant text messages, visits 
every few months, and panic that the other 
may be out trolling for a new love connection. 
Nevertheless, this could have been mind- 
lessly pleasant but for the disastrous deci- 
sion to insert lots of vulgarity. How much of 
it is in the script and how much is Burstein’s 
attempt to replicate the “sweet raunch” (as 
a friend of mine put it) of Judd Apatow’s 
comedies is unknown. The raunch in Going 
the Distance seems totally inappropriate and 
unnecessary and drags something innocu- 
ous into off-putting territory. Oftentimes, the 
moments are totally tangential asides about 
such things as dry-humping and oral sex. 
Frequently, the vulgarity is totally gratuitous, 
as when Barrymore’s feisty Erin tells some- 
one to suck her dick. The bulk of the vulgarity 
comes out of the mouths of friends Dan and 
Box (Day and Sudeikis), who seem to riff on 
nothing but disgusting topics. Despite all this, 
Barrymore and (“Mac Guy”) Long, as boy- 
friend Garrett, share some winning scenes, 
although Barrymore would be better served in 
the long run by pairing with male co-stars who 
are fully equal to her talent. Just look at all 
the kudos Barrymore received last year when 
she paired with Jessica Lange and stole our 
hearts as Little Edie in the HBO production of 
Grey Gardens. - Marjorie Baumgarten

MAO’S LAST DANCER D:Bruce 

Beresford; with Bruce Greenwood, Kyle MacLachlan, Joan 
Chen, Chi Cao, Amanda Schull, Aden Young, Chengwu Guo, 
Huang Wen Bin, Wang Suang Bao, Zhang Su, Ferdinand 
Hoang. (PG, 117 min., subtitled) 

“You know, when I was little my aunt had 
a cat named Chairman Meow. I never could 
understand it.” Despite this egregious bit of 
punning, spoken by a Houstonian friend of 
the titular ballet dancer, Li Cunxin (Chi), this 
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biopic about Li, a Chinese ballet dancer who 
defected to the U.S. in 1981, is painless 
melodrama from its first image to the freeze- 
frame finale. Oscar-winning Aussie director 
Beresford, however, is an old pro at this sort 
of thing and while Mao's Last Dancer is no 
Tender Mercies - and certainly no Driving 
Miss Daisy - this is a mostly groan-free affair. 
Lithe and limber real-life dancer Chi is well 
cast as Li, who came to the Houston Ballet 
as part of Mao’s cultural exchange program, 
fell in love with a fellow dancer (Schull), and 
decided that the cultural revolution back 
home wasn’t all it was cracked up to be. 
There’s much more to Li’s story, of course, 
and Beresford handles it winningly, spending 
the first half of the film jangling the narra- 
tive timeline so that we alternate between 
scenes of 11-year-old Li (Huang) toiling away 
in his gray and shabby (and atmospherically 
ultra-grainy, in a smart touch by director of 
photography Peter James) home province 
before being spirited away to study dance in 
Beijing. Once the action moves to Houston, 

Li is confronted with the “darkness” of ram- 
pant capitalism, to wit: ATMs, discotheques, 
and porny-looking, Eighties-era facial hair. 
Embraced and accepted upon delivery 
by Houston Ballet Artistic Director Ben 
Stevenson (Greenwood, wisely pirouetting 
over what could have been borderline ballet- 
master satire), Li faces the usual social 
stumbling blocks (he confuses the word 
“muffin” for cow patty, among other vaguely 
silly social blunders) but comes through in 
the end. Based as it is on Li’s autobiog- 
raphy, the end is never in doubt, although 
Beresford and company wring the utmost 
suspense from a sequence in which associ- 
ates of the Chinese consulate in Houston 
attempt to kidnap Li in a doomed effort to 
force his return home. At the time, with the 
Sino-Russo-American cold war still hot, the 
incident made international headlines. Here, 
it’s backed by the romance between Li and 
his new red, white, and blue (and strawberry 
blond) wife. Beresford and the entire cast 
cover the proceedings with a light touch 
and just the right amount of gravitas (given 
the situation). While this is hardly Breaker 
Morant, it’s nowhere near as mawkish or 
cloying as it could have been. - Marc Savlov

The problem with Takers, a routine, 
patchily engaging heist thriller, is that 
it takes and it takes and it takes. It 
takes itself way too seriously - director 
Luessenhop seems to think he’s assem- 
bled a sort of hip-hop Heat, even aping 
Michael Mann’s fondness for cool color 
palettes. Like Heat, the L.A.-based Takers 
takes great pains to split the narrative and 
audience sympathies between cops and 
robbers alike. Dillon, grimacing so hard I 
was afraid he might hurt himself, plays a 
down-on-his-luck detective trying to figure 
out who engineered a thrilling midday bank 
heist. The audience knows, of course - the 
opening minutes detail the job done by 
The Wire's Elba and his crew, including the 
terrific Ealy ( Sleeper Cell) and producers/ 
performers Brown and T.l. - but it takes 
a good long while before any of these 
robbers’ names or personalities emerge. 
Pity: The cops are a bore, but the robbers 
have an easygoing chemistry with one 
another. (And Luessenhop has helpfully 
distinguished the team’s two white boys 
- Walker and Christensen - for audiences 
by smashing a porkpie hat on top of the 
Boy Who Would Be Vader.) It takes its time 
getting there, but Takers has a nice-riding 
middle section as the team plans its next 
big heist (it’s a doozy). But it runs the stop- 
watch on a chase sequence to a comical 
extreme and takes way, way too long to 
take its final bow, in the process burning 
off any residual goodwill. - Kimberley Jones

When the script for Eat Pray Love (based on 
Elizabeth Gilbert’s bestselling memoir) landed in 
Richard Jenkins’ inbox, he must have twinkled at the 
monologue in which his character, Richard from Texas, 
explains the boozy, rock-bottom circumstances that 
brought him to India, where he meets Gilbert (Roberts), 
who also has gone to find herself in a spiritual quest. 
To use language as coarse and colloquial as his char- 
acter’s: Jenkins acts the shit out of the scene. Director 
Murphy, however, repeatedly makes counterintuitive 
moves with his camera - titled angles, bizarre place- 
ments, and off-putting close-ups. There’s a lack of 
clarity here, both in composition and content. There 
is plenty to cheer though: Jenkins and Bardem are 
terrific, the sights are gorgeous, and sharp, funny, and 
moving observations frequently puncture the film’s 
overall muzziness.

During the period of time the 
men were there (2007-2008), the valley was dubbed 
by CNN as the “most dangerous place on earth” for 
the amount of ordnance fired and deaths counted as 
the soldiers fought ridge by ridge for control of the 
area. Defending a giant basin thoroughly surrounded 
by 10,000-feet-high mountains, the men felt, as 
one of them put it, “like fish in a barrel.” The battle 
footage is interspersed with more conventional and 
reflective interviews conducted with the men while 
at their home base in Italy. Junger and Hetherington 
keep their opinions to themselves, and apart from the 
choice to not show bloody images of the casualties, 
they provide a mostly fly-on-the-wall perspective.

Ladies, You’re Topps 

Topp Twins: Untouchable Girls’ opens aGLIFF 23

It’s possible you think you are not inter- 
ested in a documentary about yodeling Kiwi 
lesbian twins. You would, in that case, be very, 
very wrong. “Sometimes, you’ve got to take 
a gamble on something,” says Jools Topp on 
the phone from her ranch on New Zealand’s 
north island. “If you’ve got ‘lesbian singing 
duo from New Zealand that’s political,’ you 
might think, ‘Wow, that’s not something I’d 
want to see.’ Then again, if you go, you might 
be pleasantly surprised, and sometimes that’s 
the best thing.” 

Until you experience the charming wonder 
that is Topp Twins: Untouchable Girls, it might 
also be surprising to learn that the duo is 
wildly, incredibly popular in their homeland of 
New Zealand and surroundings. Crazy popu- 
lar. Icon-popular. 

The twins are wholesome and genuine 
and quirky and wicked quick with a quip. 
They come with the usual twin weirdnesses: 
unnerving empathy with each other and those 
eerie, beautiful vocal tones that can be pro- 
duced only when two people with identical 
DNA sing together. And, they are ranch girls: 
bom, raised, and in some ways never left the 
country-fair idyll of their youth. 

“If you can’t ride a horse or milk a cow 
or dig a hole,” says Topp of the duo’s dual 
careers, “then you can’t call yourself coun- 


try & western. You have to call yourself 
country & suburban.” 

By way of influence, she notes, “there were 
all these old cowboys that sang - old Aussie or 
New Zealand cowboys who had a guitar and 
they sang and recorded something in some- 
one’s garage. That’s where the music came 
from to some degree. It didn’t come from the 
music scene. We went a bit further and did the 
whole horse thing and the campfire thing and 
not just the song.” 

“They’re gonna bury me on that farm,” she 
adds of her current spread (Lynda has a com- 
parable one on the south island). “They can 
sprinkle my ashes on the horse arena.” 

Most surprisingly, most movingly, most 
winningly: The Topp Twins are funny (very), 
and they are rad. 

Topp Twins jumps in short order from the 
girls’ childhood farm frolic to bouyant Eighties 
busking, political graffiti stunts, and other 
misdemeanor acts of expropriation to a more 
serious, lifelong commitment to radical politics. 
The twins partake in and perform at endless 
rallies, protests, and occasional near-riots on 
behalf of New Zealand’s indigenous Maori, 
nuclear disarmament, and ending South African 
apartheid; their huge crossover appeal plays 
a major role in defeating a hateful campaign 
against laws to protect gay and lesbian rights. 



“As we made the movie,” says Topp. “It 
was so blindingly obvious that it was the 
political history of New Zealand in the Topp 
Twins’ time. It’s about how things changed in 
that time.” 

Just as radical in their own ways are the char- 
acters the two developed as skits for their live 
act and that took on lives of their own, becom- 
ing national icons with their own TV show. 
Though the twins cross-dress in only one set 
of these roles (“good New Zealand blokes” Ken 
and Ken), one could argue that all the char- 
acters fit a more contemporary definition of 
drag: not for their gender-bending but for their 
realness - their utter embodiment of what they 
represent. Not since Absolutely Fabulous have 
the complexity, aesthetic adventurousness, and 
gallows humor of middle-aged women expe- 
rienced such visibility: Camp Leader in her 


strapless velour jumpers, Camp Mother in her 
twisted drabness; the old-money alkies Prue 
and Dilly; and aspiring hairstylists Raylene and 
Brenda offer the gut-punch laughs that come 
from subterranean sophistication and truth. 

“New Zealanders have just taken those 
characters on board and made them some- 
thing very Kiwi,” says Topp. “Sometimes 
when a country owns the character, it’s 
quite beautiful.” 

“Anyone can get up and sing these days,” 
she adds. “Look at Idol. Anyone. There are 
thousands of people who are a lot better sing- 
ers than us, but can they do a two-hour show 
and keep those people in the palm of their 
hand? We’re not singers; we’re not perform- 
ers. We’re entertainers.” ■

The Adults in the Room’

Andy Blubaugh is a multitasker. Talking to me 
from a classroom in Portland, Ore., where he 
teaches film production to teenagers, Blubaugh 
watches over his charges while discussing his 
narrative/autobiography/documentary hybrid of a 
film. Unlike The Adults in the Room, the conversa- 
tion is a failure. The gang of young adults proves 
too distracting, and the interview is cut short. 

The narrative portion of Blubaugh’s first feature 
tells a semiautobiographical tale of a teenage Andy 
engaging in a romantic relationship with Peter, a 
man nearly twice his age. The depiction of Peter 
is not villainous, and therein lies the tension of 
the documentary portions of the film, which show 
Blubaugh’s personal struggles with the subject 
matter. Issues are further complicated by the film- 
maker’s current career teaching teenage boys and 
girls. “It was hard to find a hosting organization 
because there’s just a panic about the topic, no 
matter how removed it was. It seemed to infect 


everything,” says Blubaugh. The real-life “Peter” is 
consulted in an attempt to better understand his 
motivations in having a relationship with someone 
who was so glaringly his minor. 

Much of the film’s experimentation arises from 
Blubaugh’s thesis-before-conclusion filming style. 
As present-day Andy works through his issues con- 
cerning the lasting effects of his youthful romance, 
the effect on the film’s direction is often obvious. 
The final scenes reveal Peter’s apparent displeasure 
with the film, but by that point the cathartic cre- 
ative experiment has snowballed into something 
unstoppable. Even though questions remain for the 
viewer, the filmmaker gets some sense of closure 
as Blubaugh ultimately decides when a conclusion 
has been reached and when to roll the credits. 

With his class beckoning and requests for 
updates on Peter since filming concluded, Blubaugh 
insists, “That really is the end of the story.” ■

“When we went to Ireland, we 
didn’t have any choice really,” 
Sanchez chuckles from a tour stop 
in Boston. “We were just making a 
living, and it was easier for us than 
moving like crazy. Nowadays things 
are different. Being in Mexico and 
owning your own home; we built 
our own studio as well, right there 
on the beach. 

“There’s nothing compared to liv- 
ing in your own country and being 
close to your family.” 

Filling a venue like Stubb’s, 
as the instrumental duo did last 
October with nothing more than two 
acoustic guitars and a flamenco 
flourish, facilitated exactly that. 

“It’s very unusual,” agrees 
the once and forever metalhead, 
“that we can share the stage 
with musicians we think of as 
our heroes, from Al Di Meola 
to Metallica to Rage Against 
the Machine. For us to play 
10,000-capacity venues around 
the world is very surprising for 
the acoustic guitar itself. We are 
lucky, and we are very thankful.” 


Austin being just down the 
road from one of the heavy metal 
capitals of the world, San Antonio, 
leads to the question of why 
Latinos love their metal. 

“Heavy metal is very big from 
Mexico to Argentina, and I remem- 
ber when metal bands started play- 
ing Mexico, they played stadiums. I 
remember seeing Metallica for the 
first time in ’91, and Iron Maiden. It 
was very revealing. Metal is about 
not being told what to do. It’s about 
rebellion. It’s about an attitude that 
goes against the machine. It goes 
perfectly with countries that have 
been so repressed for centuries.” 

Given that “Atman,” on Rodrigo y 
Gabriela’s second and most recent 
LF? 11:11, is dedicated to Dimebag 
Darrell, surely Sanchez must have 
seen Pantera? 

“Yeah, of course. I saw them 
twice in Mexico, and it was amazing. 
They were at their peak. The first 
time I saw them, they were opening 
for Kiss. It was in a 20,000-capacity 
arena and, really, 15,000 went there 
to see Pantera.” - Raoul Hernandez

CAN MY 15- YEAR-OLD WORK 
DURING THE SCHOOL YEAR? 

My 15-year old son worked all summer as a 
lifeguard. Can he keep working now that school has 
started hack up? 

Yes, but not as much as he worked in the summer. 
Federal and Texas law allows 14- and 15-year-olds to 
be legally employed. But, in an effort to balance work 
with school and other teenage activities, there are 
child-labor laws that restrict how many hours they 
can work and what kinds of jobs they can have. 

For example, according to federal law, 14- and 
15-year-olds can only be employed for three hours 
per school day and a total of 18 hours per school 
week. During the school term, these hours only can 
be worked outside of school hours and between 7am 
and 7pm. They can work up to eight hours per day 
on nonschool days and a maximum of 40 hours per 
week when school is not in session. In comparison, 
teenagers who are 16 or 17 years old can perform any 
nonhazardous job for unlimited hours. 

Both Texas and federal law limit the types of jobs 
that 14- and 15-year-olds can have. As a general rule, 
retail, food service, office and clerical, and cleaning 
jobs are allowed. 

Alternatively, jobs involving manufacturing, con- 
struction, or transportation are generally prohibited 
because of the potential risks they pose to a child’s 
safety, health, or well-being. 

There are numerous exceptions to the above 
rules, which include everything from child actors 
and paperboys to kids who work in nonhazardous 
positions while under their parents’ direct supervi- 
sion. Some kids may even be able to apply for 
specific hardship exemptions. For more detailed 
info on child-labor laws, see the U.S. Department of 
Labor website (www.youthrules.dol.gov) or the Texas 
Workforce Commission summary of Texas child-labor 
laws (www.twc.state.tx.us).

IS THIS A BRIGHT IDEA? 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I enjoy your column every week. In our 
cars, the headlights turn off automati- 
cally when we exit the vehicle, so there’s 
no danger of leaving the lights on and 
draining the battery. So my wife and I 
just leave the headlights on all the time 
when were driving. I think if anything, 
this is safer, as does she. Is there any 
reason not to drive with the headlights on 
all the time ? What about the fog lights? 
Unless you have a reason not to, we’ll 
continue to do it. Thanks. - Rob 

TOM: The only real downside is that 
you’ll have to replace your headlight 
bulbs more often. 

RAY: But if you’re willing to pay that 
price for the additional visibility you 
get, you’re certainly not doing any 
damage to the car. 

TOM: It does take a little bit of 
energy to power the headlights, and 
that energy ultimately comes from 
the gasoline. So your mileage will be 
reduced by a very small degree. It 
might not even be measurable to you, 
but it will make a small difference. 

RAY: All of this applies to the fog 
lights and driving lights, too. I would 
caution against leaving auxiliary driv- 
ing lights on, because they’re often 
the equivalent of your bright lights. 
That will just annoy oncoming drivers, 
and they’ll crash into you on purpose, 
negating the enhanced safety you get 
from the lights. 

TOM: But we agree with you - driv- 
ing with your lights on is safer. The 
easier you are to see, the more likely 
that other drivers will see you. And if 
you’re willing to pay the price in bulbs 
and gas mileage, light it up, baby.

(1) prorated cost of the ac- 
quisition, whether by eminent 
domain or otherwise, of land, 
rights-of-way, options to pur- 
chase land, easements, and 
interests in land relating to 
structures, equipment, and 
facilities used in draining the 
Benefited Property; 

(2) prorated cost of the ac- 
quisition, construction, repair, 
and maintenance of struc- 
tures, equipment, and facil- 
ities used in draining the 
Benefited Property; 

(3) prorated cost or architec- 
tural, engineering, legal and 

related services, plant and 
specifications, studies, sur- 
veys, estimates of cost and 
of revenue, and all other ex- 

penses necessary or incident 
to planning, providing, or de- 
termining the feasibility and 
practicability of structures, 
equipment, and facilities 
used in draining the Benefit- 
ed Property;

(m) Impervious Area or Im- 
pervious Surface: A surface 
which has become compact- 
ed or covered with a layer of 
material so that it is highly re- 
sistant to infiltration by water. 
Impervious areas include, but 
are not limited to, compacted 
soils, buildings, parking lots, 
pavement, and private in- 
gress/egress driveways. 

(n) Improved Lot or Tract: A 
lot or tract that has a struc- 
ture or other improvement on 
it that causes an impervious 
coverage of the soil under 
the structure or improvement. 

(o) Parcel: One (1) or more 
lots or portions of lots that 
are contiguous and under 
single ownership. 

(p) Public Utility: Drainage 
service that is regularly pro- 
vided by the City through 
City property dedicated to 
that service to the users of 
benefited property within the 
service area and that is 
based on: 

(1) an established schedule 
of charges; 

(2) use of the police power to 
implement the service; and 

(3) nondiscriminatory, rea- 
sonable, and equitable terms 
consistent with the Act. 

(q) Residential Property: Any 
improved lot or tract with sin- 
gle-family, duplex, or mobile 
home land use. 

(r) Service Area: The munici- 
pal boundaries of the City 
and the portion of the extra- 
territorial jurisdiction tributary 
to the Drainage System as 
more particularly described 

in Exhibit A. 


(s) Single-Family Residential 
Property: All improved single- 
family, duplex and mobile 
home land use properties. 

(t) User or Customer: The 
person or entity that owns or 
occupies a Benefited Prop- 
erty. 

(u) Wholly Sufficient and Pri- 
vately Owned Drainage 
System: Drainage from an im- 
proved lot or tract which 
does not discharge into a 
creek, river, slough, culvert, 
or other channel that is part 
of the Drainage System. 
SECTION 3. DRAINAGE 
UTILITY FUND. 

A separate fund is hereby 
created, known as the Drain- 
age Utility Fund, for the pur- 
pose of segregating, identi- 
fying, and controlling all rev- 
enues and expenses attrib- 
utable to the drainage utility. 
All Drainage Utility Fees shall 
be deposited as collected 
and received into this fund 
and shall be used exclusive- 
ly for drainage cost of ser- 
vice. Such utility revenues 
may be used for the opera- 
tion, planning, engineering, 
inspection, construction, re- 
pair, maintenance, improve- 
ment, reconstruction, admin- 
istration, debt issuance cost 
and debt service, and other 
reasonable and customary 
charges associated with the 
operation of a drainage utility 
system. It shall not be nec- 
essary that the expenditures 
from the drainage utility fund 
for any authorized purpose 
specifically relate to any par- 
ticular Benefited Property 
from which the revenues 
were collected. 

SECTION 4. ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF DRAINAGE UTIL- 
ITY. 

The City Administrator or his 
designee shall be respon- 
sible for the administration of 
the drainage utility, including, 
but not limited to, enacting 
any procedures necessary 
for the administration of the 
drainage charges and the 
consideration of appeals, de- 
velopment, and implementa- 
tion of maintenance and fa- 
cility improvement programs, 
state and federal regulatory 
compliance, and establishing 
drainage criteria and stan- 
dards for the drainage 
system. The City Administra- 
tor shall keep an accurate 
record of all properties ben- 
efited by the services and fa- 
cilities of the drainage utility. 
SECTION 5.= DRAINAGE 
UTILITY CHARGE. 

(a) Establishment of a drain- 
age utility fee. A Drainage 
Utility Charge is hereby im- 
posed upon each developed 
lot and parcel within the Ser- 
vice Area. For purposes of 
imposing the Drainage Utility 
Charge, all lots and parcels 
within the City are classified 
into the following customer 
categories: (1) Residential 
Property and (2) Commercial 
Property. 

(b) ERU value. The ERU value 
for the City is determined 
through an inventory of all 
developed parcels in the City 
and determination of Imper- 
vious Area for each parcel. 
Statistical and hydrologic 
evaluation of these data de- 
termined that the equivalent 
residential unit Impervious 
Area value for assigning fees 
to commercial properties is 
three thousand three hundred 
fifty (3,350) square feet.= 

(c) Single-Family Residential 
Rates. Based on statistical 
evaluation of land parcel Im- 
pervious Area for the single- 
family customer category, 
three rates are established 
for assignment of fees as fol- 
lows: 

a. Tier 1 “Small” 0.55 ERU, 
<3,253 square feet impervi- 
ous area 

b. Tier 2 “Average” 1 .00 ERU, 
3,253-6,980 square feet im- 
pervious area 

c. Tier 3 “Large" 1.70 ERU, 
6,980 square feet impervi- 
ous area 

(d) Commercial Rates. Based 
on Impervious Area determi- 
nation for each parcel: 

Total ERU’s = (Impervious 
Area/3,350 sq. ft.), minimum 
1 ERU 

The Total ERU shall be 
rounded to the nearest one- 
hundredth. 

(e) Calculation of drainage 
utility charge. The monthly 
Drainage Utility Charge for 
properties shall be calculated 
by multiplying the total num- 
ber of ERU's for the parcel by 
the ERU monthly billing rate. 


(f) ERU Monthly Billing Rate. 
The following ERU monthly 
billing rate is hereby estab- 
lished and shall be used to 
calculate the total monthly 
Drainage Utility Charge for all 
property located in the City, 

in accordance with the ap- 
plicable formula established 
in this subsection: 

ERU rate = $4.00 per ERU 
per month 

(g) Impervious Area determi- 
nation. The City Administrator 
or his designee shall be re- 
sponsible for determining Im- 
pervious Area of property 
based on reliable data, in- 
cluding Geographic Informa- 
tion System technology, aeri- 
al photography, and other re- 
liable means for determining 
Impervious Area. The City 
Administrator may require ad- 
ditional information from the 
property owner, tenant, or de- 
veloper to make the determi- 
nation. The amount of a 
charge may be revised by 

the City Administrator based 
on any additions to the Im- 
pervious Area through the 
City approved building permit 
process. 

(h) Revision of Rates. The 
City Council may review the 
schedule of charges at any 
time and may increase or de- 
crease charges upon a de- 
termination that an increase 
or decrease is warranted. 

(i) No credit. No Drainage 
Utility Charge credit shall be 
given for the installation of 
drainage facilities required 
by the City Land Develop- 
ment Code or state law. 
SECTION 6. BILLING, PAY- 
MENTS, AND PENALTIES. 

(a) Bills or statements for the 
drainage utility fee shall be 
rendered by the City for all 
properties subject to the fee. 
Bills shall be payable when 
rendered and shall be con- 
sidered as received by the 
customer, whether actually 
received or not, when de- 
posited in the United States 
mail, postage prepaid, ad- 
dressed to the utility custom- 
er. Bills shall be rendered 
monthly for the previous 
month’s service. 

(b) For any parcel for which 
there is more than one User 
who receives utility services 
from an individual utility ac- 
count or one or more Users 
for whom a utility account is 
not established, each User’s 
fee shall be based upon the 
relative contribution to runoff 
of the parcel controlled by 
that User. 

(c) Bills are due and payable 
on the date specified thereon 
and if full payment is not 
made by the date specified, 

it shall become delinquent. 
The City shall have the right 
to apply interest of ten (10) 
percent per month to 
amounts delinquent. 

(d) Drainage utility fees shall 
be billed with the City's other 
public utility billings and shall 
be identified separately on 
the bill as a drainage utility 
fee. Delinquent drainage util- 
ity fee bills shall be mailed to 
the user at the address at 
which the user receives other 
City utility services, or if no 
other City utility services are 
received, to any known ad- 
dress for the owner or user. 

(e) Penalties for Failure to 
Pay. Any charge due here- 
under which is not paid when 
due will subject the user to 
discontinuance of all utility 
services provided by the 
City. Drainage utility fees that 
become delinquent pursuant 
to this section shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty in the 
amount of $5.00 to cover ad- 
ministrative costs. Any drain- 
age charge due hereunder 
which is not paid when due 
may be recovered in an ac- 
tion at law by the City in- 
cluding fixture of a lien 
against the property. 

(f) The City may impose a 
lien against a User’s proper- 
ty, unless it is a homestead. 

(g) The City shall have ac- 
cess, at all reasonable times, 
to any benefited property 
served by the drainage utility 
for inspection, repair or en- 
forcement of this Ordinance. 
SECTION 7. APPEALS. 
(a)Administrative adjustment 
procedures. Requests for ad- 
justment of a Drainage Utility 
Charge shall be submitted to 
the City Administrator. All re- 
quests shall be evaluated 
based upon the amount of 
Impervious Area only. The 
following procedures shall 
apply to all requests for ad- 
justment of the Drainage Util- 
ity Charge: 




(1) Any User who has paid 
Drainage Utility Charges and 
who believes the calculation 
or determination of the Drain- 
age Utility Charge to be in- 
correct may, subject to the 
restrictions set forth in this 
Ordinance, submit an adjust- 
ment request to the City Ad- 
ministrator. 

(2) Requests for adjustment 
of Drainage Utility Charges 
paid by an owner, user or 
customer making the request 
shall be in writing and set 
forth in detail the grounds 
upon which relief is sought. 

(3) Adjustment requests will 
be reviewed by the City Ad- 
ministrator within thirty (30) 
days from the date of receipt 
of an adjustment request. Ad- 
justments resulting from such 
a request shall be prospec- 
tive, but may be made retro- 
active for no greater time pe- 
riod than three (3) months 
prior to the receipt of the re- 
quest. 

(4) The User requesting an 
adjustment may be required, 
at the requesting party’s own 
cost, to provide supplemental 
information to the City Ad- 
ministrator, including, but not 
limited to, survey data certi- 
fied by a Texas registered 
professional land surveyor 
(R.RL.S.), or a development 
plan approved by the City. 
Failure to provide requested 
information may result in the 
denial of the adjustment re- 
quest. 

(5) The City Administrator’s 
determination of the adjust- 
ment request shall be pro- 
vided in writing. If the City 
Administrator approves the 
request, the adjustment to 
the Drainage Utility Charge 
will be made. 

(6) All findings and determi- 
nations made by the City Ad- 
ministrator arising out of this 
section, except for the deter- 
mination of impervious area, 
will be final. 

(b) Appeal of administrative 
adjustments. Upon receipt of 
a written denial of an adjust- 


ment request, the User who 
requested the adjustment 
may, within thirty (30) days of 
receipt of such denial, make 
written application to the City 
Council requesting review of 
the denial. The City Council 
shall grant a public hearing 
within sixty (60) days of re- 
ceipt of the request for re- 
view. The City Council’s de- 
cision shall be final. 

(c) Appeal of lien. Before im- 
posing a lien for delinquent 
Drainage Utility Fees, the 
City shall send notice to the 
record owner of the Benefi- 
ted Property of the amount of 
the charges owed and any 
penalties or interest accrued, 
and of the owner’s right to 
appeal the placement of the 
lien. Within ten working days 
of the postmark of the notice 
sent to the property owner, 
the owner may appeal the 
decision to impose the lien 
on the property to the City 
Administrator. The City Ad- 
ministrator shall not file the 
lien if the owner shows that 
the Drainage Utility Fee 
made the basis of the lien is 
not owed and shall give the 
owner written notice of the 
decision. When a person 
pays all principal, interest, 
and charges of a valid lien 
filed pursuant to this Ordi- 
nance, the City Administrator 
shall execute a release of 
that lien and surrender it to 
the paying party. The paying 
party shall be responsible for 
the filing of the release. 

(d) Appeal by users outside 
the City’s boundaries. Users 
residing within the Service 
Area, but outside the City’s 
boundaries, may appeal 
rates established for Drain- 
age Charges to the Texas 
Commission on Environmen- 
tal Quality as authorized by 
Section 13.043(b) of the Tex- 
as Water Code. 

SECTION 8.= EXEMPTIONS. 

As required by the Act and 
Chapter 580 of the Texas Lo- 
cal Government Code, the 
following properties shall be 


exempt from the provisions of 
this Ordinance: 

(1) property with proper con- 
struction and maintenance of 
a wholly sufficient and pri- 
vately owned drainage 
system; 

(2) property held and main- 
tained in its natural state, un- 
til such time that the property 
is developed and all of the 
public infrastructure con- 
structed has been accepted 
by the municipality in which 
the property is located for 
maintenance; 

(3) a subdivided lot, until a 
structure has been built on 
the lot and a certificate of oc- 
cupancy has been issued by 
the municipality in which the 
property is located; and 

(4) property owned by the 
State or any public or private 
institution of higher educa- 
tion. 

SECTION 9. SEVERABIL- 
ITY; EFFECTIVE DATE 

If any part of this Ordinance, 
or the application of the 
same to any person or set of 
circumstances is for any rea- 
son held to be unconstitu- 
tional, invalid, or unenforce- 
able, the validity of the re- 
maining portions of this Ordi- 
nance shall not be affected 
thereby, this being the intent 
of the City Council in adopt- 
ing this Ordinance, and all 
provisions of this Ordinance 
are declared severable for 
that purpose. This Ordinance 
shall become effective from 
and after the day it is passed 
and approved.
